Ellen Rotelli, 
with whom he fell violently in love,

He married lier at T^aermo in May, 
19 04. and until last March their do 
mestic bliss had no llaw. So satisiied 
was Bertoni with 
his wife that bis 
orphan sister, .lennie, w'as brought at 
the age of 18 from the college where 
she was being trained and establish­ 
ed in the Bertoni household. 
Last 
March 
business 
threw 
the 
banker into the company of Adolphus 
Zerbati, 28 years old, and business, »*e 
lations led to friendly intercourse be­ 
tween the Zerbati and Bei'toni fami 
lies. Young .Tennie 
Bertoni 
fell in 
love with Zerbati. 
He reciprocated 
the feeling and they became engag­ 
ed. 
But Signora Bertoni aJso was en­ 
amored of the young man, and did 
not scruple to tell him of her passion. 
Eventually lie succumbed to lun- ad­ 
vances and the couple were in the 
habit of going in an automobile to bi.s 
villa at Albani, near Rome,
